The fiercest forest. fires which 
have been waging fortwo weeks 
in the vicinity of Coleman are 
at last almost all extinguished, 
The air is still filled with smoke 
and the neighboring mountains 
bathed in deep obscurity.

The elephants come from the forests 
of Upper Burma. The wild ones are 
all owned by the ‘Government, which 
has an elephant sg ys. to catch 
and care for them. The elephant. com- 
missioner keeps track of the 
herds and annually sends out men to 
hunt them and catch the youn bulls, 
which ate trained and are finally dis- 
posed of to the lumbermen. 

These huge beasts handle logs ~ of 
great weight, writes F. G. Carpenter, 
writing of scenes he has visited. “An 
elephant would kneel down before the 
middle of a log, crowd his tusks un- 
der it and then, throwin his great 
trunk over the top, would raise it 
bodily and carry it to the truck upon 
which it,was to be pushed to the buzz 
saw. If the-log proved very heavy he 
would rest one end on the ground and 
drag it. An elephant piling: lumber 
would lift the timbers up: and lay 
them down on the others as evenly 
as though it had measured each piece 
In some cases where it was necessary 


| to carry two logs at a time the men 


tied a rope around them and the ele- 
phant would pick up the end of the 


| rope with his trunk and place it over 


his tusk and then, raising his head, 
walk off with'it. The elephants gather 
up the scraps of lumber and lay them 


so that the workmen can rope them |

FOR LOADING ANIMALS. 


A Handy, Easily Made Contrivance Is 
Sometimes of Great Use. 

Perhaps every farmer has occasion 
to load some animal into a wagon, and 
many farmers prepare for this by 
building a stock chute. Frequently 
these chutes are built as permanent 
fixtures in connection with the feed

When a chute | 
of this kind is built heavy and strong 
enough to support the weight of a ma- 
ture hog or a large calf it becomes a | 
‘clumsy thing to move. R. J. Linscott | 
of Holton, Kan., has solved this prob- 
lem of. inconvenience in a very happy 
way, according to the Kansas Farmer. 
The wheels and axle used are parts of 
old machinery found on the farm, the 
wheels being taken from an old mow- 
er, The upper end of the chute is pro- 
vided with two strong iron hooks, | 
which are sharpened.so as.to engage 
the bottom of the wagon bed and pre- 
vent slipping after the animal starts 
upward. With such an arrangement | 
there is no difficulty in building a | 
chute of ample strength, because the 
question of weight has relatively little 
importance. The chute can be hooked 
on behind the wagon and hauled to 
any part of the farm, and it is a com- 
paratively easy matter to put it in po- 
sition by band. 


Bee Notes. 

One must be deliberate and not per- 
‘pire when hiving bees, The bees do 
not like the smell of excited persons. * 

.Always have an empty box hive | 
about the apiary properly set on a 
floor board. This will often catch a 
swarm that might otherwise be lost. 

It is never good business policy to 
sell a customer bad honey or honey | 
with an undesirable flavor. . This will | 
in‘ure future salés. 

It is well to. keep all vegetation | 
down around the hives, so that it will | 
not interfere with the flight of the | 
working bees between their hive and | 
the feeding ground, | 

The number of colonies which any | 
locality will support depends on the 
flora of the vicinity. There are but 
few places, however, that will not sup- 
port from ten to twenty-five colonies 
to the square mile, and many locali- 
ties will support a ater number than 
this. Bees fiy loig distances for for- 
age, averaging at least two miles. 

Smoke is the best agent known 
among beekeepers that can be used | 
to make bees submit to their wishes, 
All sorts of, materiul may be burned 
in a smoker, such as cotton rags, rot- | 
ten wood, etc. There is a great differ- 
ence in the disposition of bees, how- 
ever, some requiring more smoking 
than others.—Farm and Ranch. 


Growing Potatoes. 

In Irelard, in the best potato grow- 
ing localities, a yield of 400 bushels to | 
the acre is nothing unusual, It is ob- 
tained by the use of about thirty loads 
of barnyard manure to the acre, sup- 
plemented by 500 pounds of commer- | 
cial fertilizers, proportioned as follows: 
One hundred potnds ef muriate of | 
potash and 400 pounds of superphos- 
phate. In England the best resuits 
are obtained by the use of twenty to 
twenty-five loads of barnyard manure 
to the acre, supplemented with 100 | 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia, 850 
pounds of superphosphate and 50 
pounds of su'phate of potash. The | 
popular fertilizer for growing potatoes 
in Maine, when planted where a two- 
year-old erop of clover or grass has 


been grown, is made up ow the farm | 


of 135 pounds of nitrate of soda, 600 
pounds of tankage, 200 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 400 pounds of sulphate 
of potash, making iu all 1,335 pounds,
